Mourners from Magic Valley recall prophet’s life

_ ' TWIN FALLS - Mormon leaders 
in the Magic Valley arc saddened by 
the, death of their popular leader, 
Howard w; Hunter. 

Most of them knew Hunter the 
prophet, the spiritual head of their 
church. 

Some of them knew Hunter the 
man. 

“He was very popular and was 


loved very much,” said lawyer and 
Twin falls Stake President Monte 
•-Carlson, who first met Hunter in 
.1985. “He was. the one who laid 
, hands on my head and stjt me apart 
when I was named a mission presi- 
dent.” 

While Carlson was mission presi- 
dent in Taiwan, he was asked to ac- 
company HuntcrjCthcn a member of 
the Council of the Twelve Apostles) 
frortv-Taiwan to the Philippines. The 
two worked together for several - 
days. 


“My wife and 1 will always re- 
member riding on a bus, infested 
with cockroaches, in the Philippines, 
sitting behind him,” Carlson said. 
“Howard Hunter. went to sleep, and 
the rest of us spent the trip flipping 
the cockroaches offhim.” 

Carlson recalled telling his wife, 
“Someday, this man will be prophet, 
and our job is to flip cockroaches off 
him.” 

Often, Carlson said. Hunter would 
stop -and look-at Ute sccncry —espe- 
cially at a beautiful sunset. 


LeMar Sanders, a farmer and Oak- 
ley Stake president, hud also met 
Hunter, whom he characterized as an 
“outstanding man.” Terry Miller of 
Minidoka, the Rupert Stake presi- 
dent, agreed. 

“He was a remarkable man,” 
Miller said. “Although lie was presi- 
dent for just a short time, he changed 
the attitudes of a lot of people. He 
explained' the need to be more 
Christlike and to be more loving and 
understanding, and that had a big im-

Colorado senator’s switch gives GOP boost

WASHINGTON — Colorado Sen. Ben 
Nighthorsc Campbell quit the Democratic 
Party and became a Republican Friday. 

His defection gives the GOP a big boost, 
the day after the Senate dealt a heavy blow 
to its legislative agenda in dcfeaU'ng the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to balance 
the budget 

Campbell, 61, the only American Indian' 
serving in Congress, said he had been 
weighing the party switch for several weeks 
and that, Democratic- efforts to defeat the 
amendment, which he supported, “brought 
into focus” his increasing estrangement from 
the party. 

Campbell’s switch gives Republicans 54 
of the 100 scats in the Senate. 

Campbell announced his decision at a 
. Capitol Hill news conference, surrounded by 


Majority Leader Robert J. Dole, R-Kan., and 
about 20 other beaming Republican senators, 
who praised him to the skies. 

But Campbell, while saying he was “very 
proud to be a Republican, ” also made it clear 
' he did not intend to abandon his support for ■' 
some causes, such as abortion rights, that arc 
opposed by most GOP lawmakers. 

“I can no longer represent the agenda put 
forth by the (Democratic) party, although I 
certainly agree with many of the things that 
the Democrats stand for,” said Campbell, 
who lines up slightly to the right of most 
Democrats. 

“I have always been considered a moder- 
ate to the consternation of the left wing of 
the Democratic Party. I imagine my contin- 
ued moderation will now be a consternation 
to the right wing of the Republicans,” he 
added, signalling he will join the party's 
small moderate wing in the Senate. 


Among other things, Campbell said, he 
will fight Republican-proposed abandon- 
ment of the federal school lunch program, 
noting a school lunch was often “the only 
meal 1 got when 1 was a kid.” 

• Born in California, Campbell, a member 
of the Northern Cheyenne tribe, spent a por- 
tion of his childhood in an orphanage, 
dropped out of high school and was a self- 
described juvenile delinquent. He sports a 
pony tail, rides a Harlcy-Davidson and is an 
award-winning jewelry designer nnd ranch- 

Catnpbcll, who served three terms in tho 
House before moving to the Senate in 1993, . 
is the second Senate Democrat to defect 
since Republicans won control of both hous- 
es of Congress last November. The first, was 
Sen, Richard C. Shelby of Alabama, who- 
had been the most conservative Democrat in 
the Senate, far to die right of Campbell.

March makes like a wet, windy lion across the West 


Heavy rain and snow fell in parts of the West Friday, pil-- 
mg snow a foot deep in the Sierra Nevada, and rain was scat- 
tered across much of the South. 

The wet storm system centered along the West-Coast had 
spread heavy rain across lower elevations of Northern Cali- 
fornia. 

In n 24-hour period, about 2.5 inches of rain fell along the 
coast at Ventana Cone in Monterey County and at Corte 
Madera in Marin County. During the same period, 3.6 inches 
fell at Blue Canyon in the Sierra cast of Sacramento, and 3,9 
inches fell at Lakeshorc near Shasta Lake. 

A foot of snow fell in the higher Sierra at Sugarbqwl and 
at Yuba Pass. Wind gusted to 60 mp h atop Nevada’s Slide 
Mounta in, near Lake Tahoe. " 

The low pressure system carried its rain and snow on a 
path from California ond’southem Oregon into Idaho, Utah, 
Nevada, western Colorado, Arizona and New Mexico. 


. Ahead of that weather system, snow fell steadily in parts 
of Wyoming, wilh 6 inches by midday at Jackson. More than 
a foot of snow was possible in places by Sunday morning. 

An area of rain, snow and freezing drizzle extended from 
central Texas across the South into the mid-Atlantic states. 

Ice made road travel dangerous in areas stretching from 
Oklahoma and northern Texas to Tennessee and northern Al- 
nbamn. 

Precipitation amounts in the South were generally light, 
with most areas reporting less than a quarter of an inch from 
rain or melted ice and snow. Shreveport, La., was an excep- 
tion with a half-inch of rain. 

Light snow fell along the northern edge of the area of rain, 
with totals of 1 to 2 inches in parts of Kentucky, northern ; 
Tennessee and the western Virginias.

CLEVELAND — The city’s nearly broke public 
schools were put under state control Friday after the

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Republican Sen. Richard Lugar of 
Indiana says he knows he’ll need a lot 
Of luck to win the presidency but 
believes he can prevail because people 

J on: really prepared for a serious presi- 
cnL" 

Lugar told a news conference he 
will base his campaign on Ihc belief 
Americans ‘‘want a leader they can 
trust" to guide the nation in a precari- 
ous world. 

“The American advantage has 
— diminished duringlhe cunrntndminis 1- 
tration. Our risks arc loo great, and our. 
opportunities too many, not to have a 
president with the experience, charac- 
ter and the resolve to lead this great 
country at this important time," he 
said. 

He spoke in the hearing room of the 
Agriculture Committee, which he 
chairs, with his wife Charlene and two 
. of his four adult sons at his side. 

Lugar cited his 18 years in the 
Senate and his background as a naval 
officer, businessman, farmer and 
mayor of Indianapolis. 

But organizationally he starts well 
behind others who arc working on rais- 
ing as much as S25 million. 

Lugar dismissed that "enhy fee" as 
obnoxious. He said he would raise less, 
but enough to compete. 

He is the fourth member of the 
Senate seeking the GOP nomination, 
though only Phil Gramm of Texas has 
formally announced. The other likely 
contenders from the Senate are 
Majority Leader Bob Dole of Kansas 
anuAricn Specter of Pennsylvania. 

The silver-haired, mild-mannered 
Lugar said he believes people will turn 
to him as somebody “they trust and 
they can count’ upon.” He suggested 
that in the long campaign some of the 
front runners may fade. 

"You have to have a lot of luck, and 
I suppose the campaign, because it 
goes on for a very long time, is going 
to lead to a pretty thorough examina- 
tion of all of us," he said.

WASHINGTON — The House on 
Friday passed the last in a series of 
bills that would rip apart the federal 
regulatory regime built over the last 
century, making good on the GOP 
promise to overhaul the way govern- 
ment docs business. * • , 

After two days of wrenching 
debnte, the House approved a bill 
that would require the federal gov- 
ernment to jiay landowners when 
key environmental regulations 
diminish the value on an ecological- 
ly sensitive part of the property by 
20 percent or more. 

Outraged environmentalists say. 
the so-called "takings” bill would 
virtually halt new regulations to pro- 
tect endangered species and wet- 
lands. And they’re exactly right, 
property-rights advocates in 
. Congress say.. 

‘‘The amount the government is 
going to have to pay to compensate 
property owners is going to depend 
mightily on the actions of the agen- 
cies from this day forward," said bill 
coauthor Rep. Billy Tauzin, D-La. 

The Private'Propcrty Protection 

Act, which passed 277- 148, capped 
a week of bills that would turn the 
federal govemment’-spower to make 
and enforce regulations on its head. 

The bills now go to the Senate, 
where their fate is less clear. 

The four regulatory reform bills, 
part of the House GOP’s Contract 
With America, would reverse a ccn- 
turylong- tradition of putting what 
the government perceives as the 
public good ahead of the economic 
cost to individuals and businesses. 

’ ‘“If these arc valuable wetlands, 
then we should pay for them," said 
Rep. David McIntosh, R-Ind., who 


worked to dismantle federal ‘regula- 
tions in the Bush administration’s 
Competitiveness Council. “The 
innocent landowner should not bear 
the burden alone." 

The property-rights bill goes fur- 
ther than courts have to protect 
property owners from government ' 
infringement under the 
Constitution's Fifth Amendment. 
Courts hove held since the 1920s 
that a regulatory qction could be 
considered a “taking." But they have 
not forced the government to com-, 
pensate landowners unless the action 
virtually destroyed all value in the 
property. 

This bill mokes it much easier for 
landowners to collect from the 
agency whose regulation affects 
their property, whether it be a farmer 
barred from planting a piece of 
property deemed a wetland by the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, or a 
western rancher whose irrigation 
water is diverted for wildlife 
refuges. 

The bill specifically applies lo 
regulations on Western-water rights, 
endangered species and wetlands. 
The original bill that cleared the 
House Judiciary Committee covered 
all regulations made by all agencies, 
but it was sealed back on the House 
floor. 

The package of bills "will enable 
us to price the various goods ’we’re 
attempting to bring about through 
regulation, and therefore will enable 
us to ask whether those goods are 
worth it,” said Roger Pilon, director 
of constitutional studies at the con- 
servative Cato Institute. “After all. 
not every species or subspecies, and 
no one knows how many there arc, 
may be worth saving.” 

Already, supporters say, the 


Interior Department is reacting to 
the pressure: They have significantly 
modified endangered species regula- 
tions in North Carolina.to both pre- 
serve habitat and allow property 
owners to use the land. 

All four GOP anti-regulatory bills 
arc aimed at making it much more 
difficult for federal agencies to make. 
Tfigulatlons in Ute first place, Before 
writing a new regulation, one bill 
would require agencies to thorough- 
ly assess the risks to public hcalflrr 
safety or the environment. Another 
would require an extensive cost-ben- 
efit analysis of any new regulation, 
and allow courts to more easily 
review internal agency decisions. 

In additionTo the takings bill, the 
House also passed a moratorium on 
new regulations. The moratorium 
would apply to regulations issued 
after Nov. 20, 1994, through the end 
of 1995, or until the president signs 
the regulatory reform legislation. 

Critics say the package of bills not 
only endangers public health, safety 
and the environment, but robs. the 
•federal government of its abilily-'to 
do its job. 

“This is serious stuff. Tills is the 
guts of the government! This is how 
you implement the laws of the land, 
whether they’re civil rights laws, 
environmental laws or worker pro- 
tection laws, this is (he mechanism 
to get it done,” said Gary Buss, head 
of Citizens for Sensible Safeguards, 
an umbrella organization of more 
than 200 public-interest advocacy 
groups fighting the bills. 

"What they arc doing is taking a 
bulldozer to that system in such a 
way that it will disrupt and eviscer- 
ate public protections,” Bass contin- 
ued. “There has been nothing like 
this ever done before." 


Diet dinners may 
not be so healthy' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Some of those low-caloric frozen 
dinners are more like snacks than 
square meals. And, not only that 
— you’re not getting enough 
veggies! 

.So says the research group 
that took some of the fun out 
of going to the movies when it 
reported last fall that a medi- 
um-sized bucket of theater but- 
tered popcorn contains 43 
grams of fat. 

Tile Center for Science in the 
Public Interest says low-calorie.' 
’ tjjozcn dinners are not an acccpt- 
nutritional substitute for a 
well-balanced meal. And some of 
the portions are simply .too 
stingy, the center said. 

Many dieters who enroll in 
weight-loss programs purchase 
dieter-friendly frozen food 
entrees to .ensure they’re adher- 
ing to their program’s daily veg- 
etable, protein, bread and fat 
intake. 

Tlte frozen entrees arc low-fat, 
low-salt and low-cal, bccausc 


thcy’rc low-size, says the Center. 
“Some of the portions arc so 
small that they might better >bc 
described as snacks than meals or 
entrees.” 

For example, rite center said. 
Weight Watchers Nacho Grande 
Chicken Enchiladas, advertised 
as "stuffed with chicken, beans. • 
corn and red peppers,” has one- 
tablespoon of beans, one table- 
spoon of peppers and one-half 
tablespoon of com. The center, 
interested in the vegetable con- 
tent, did not measure the meat 
content. 

But the company insists^the 
frozen meals are entrees and not 
dinners. The company said 
dieters who attend Weight 
Watchers meetings arc told by 
their dietitians to supplement the 
entrees with a salad or additional 
vegetables. 

In addition, the two tnblc- 
spoottS'-'Qf vegetables in the 
cnchiladabntree count as one 
vegetable exchange — or half a 
cup of vegetables. 
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Lawsuit aims to get white men hired 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Justice Department has accused 
Illinois State University of refusing 
to hire white men for janitorial jobs. 

In a lawsuit, the department’s 
civil rights division alleged the uni- 
versity discriminated on the basis of 
race, national origin and sex in vio- 
lation^ the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. 

“Cases involving employment 
discrimination against white men 
ore rare, but no less important, than 
eases involving minorities and 
women,” Assistant — Attorney- 
General Dcvnl L. Patrick said 
Friday. “This administration is com* 


mined to protecting the civil rights 
of all Americans and this ease is no 
exception." 

In a complaint filed Thursday in 
U.S. District Court in Springfield, 
III., the government sought a court 
order requiring the university to 
stop its alleged discriminatory prac- 
tices and provide job offers and 
monetary relief to any. identifiable 
victims. 

No affirmative action, such as 
increasing recruiting or hiring goals, 
was sought, "because we can identi- 
-fy_the-victims,!I_said-Justicc— 
spokesman Myron Marlin. “We 
only seek affirmative action when 


we can’t identify the specific vic- 
tims of the discrimination’.” 

The Clinton administration is 
reviewing its policies on affirmative 
action in response to criticism from 
Republicans that such measures 
unfairly discriminate against groups 
like whitemenrin trying to remedy 
past discrimination against women 
or minorities. That review had no 
effect on this ease, Marlin said. 

The government said the universi- 
ty, located in Normal, 111., engaged ■ 
in a pattern of discrimination when 
it-considorcd-applicants'-for-thc- 
Building Service Worker Learner 
program.

Meeting to raise $4 billion for N. Korean 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A score 
of nations will gather next week in 
New York to arrange terms for pro- 
viding North Korea with two new 
reactors estimated to be worth 54 bil- 
lion. 

Despite Pyongyang’s objections, 
the United States will insist the' reac- 
tors be manufactured in South Korea. 
“There is no alternative,” Robert 
Gallucci, the U.S. negotiator, said 
Friday. 

About 20 nations will be invited to 
the conference at the U.S. mission to 
the United Nations on Wednesday and 
Thursday. Chino will be invited, but 


Galluci said it was not known whether 
it would attend. 

Arrangements were made by 
Gallucci with negotiators Tetsuya 
Endo of Japan and Choi Dong Jin of 
South Korea during a two-day meet- 
ing at Ihc State Department 

Gallucci said Asian, European and 
Middle Eastern countries would attend 
to set up the Korean Peninsula Energy 
Development Organization. He said 
he did know how many countries 
would contribute money for the reac- 
tor. 

At a news conference, the U.S. 
negotiator said North Korea still 
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had not agreed to accept reactors 
made in South Korea. Nor, he said, 
had Pyongyang responded to U.S. 
concerns that a small portion of a 
50,000-ton initial shipment of 
heavy fuel was being diverted to 
military use. 

An agreement reached last 
October to end North Korea’s sus- 
pect nuclear program provided for 
replacing two gas graphite reactors 
with light-water reactors made in 
South Korea. Also, the United 
States agreed it and other countries 
would provide 500,000 tons of fuel 
oil for civilian use.

Veronica Laurcta, 35, of 
Mountlakc Terrace, Wash., a friend 
of the woman seeking a divorce from 
the gunman, died despite' extensive 
surgery to repair the damage from 
multiple gunshot wounds.

Prosecutors: Feud escalates to murder plot 


NEW YORK (AP) — All right, so 
partners Julius Fine and Murray 
Klein had been feuding for years, but 
business was still good at the hand- 
bag store they opened a half-century 
ago on the Lower East Side. 

Sure, everyone knew that Stephen- 
Fine, Julius’ son, htld a drug prob- 
lem, heartache enough' for any fami- 

ly- 

But murder, was Stephen Fine 
capable of that? And of his father’s 
business partner no less? 

Prosecutors say the 4 1 -year-old 
crack user plotted the murder in an 
abortive attempt to grab Fine & 
Klein Handbags, an institution on 
Orchard Street, a part'of town known 
to shnnoers everywhere for its I-can- 
gct-it-chcapcr-thcrc bargains. 

“I mean, a financial buyout is a lit- - 
tic more customary in these situa- 
tions," said Dan Bettinger, the owner . 
of Altmon Luggage down the street. 

When Fine and Klein first opened 
• their business on the bustling Lower 
East Side, home to mafny of the city's 
Jewish immigrants, the small stores 
in the neighborhood were more like 
closets stuffed full of bed linens and 
clothes. Merchants hawked their 
goods from pushcarts. 

Today, the neighborhood isn't 
what it used to be — it has lost cus- 
tomers to malls and big discount 
stores in the suburbs. But merchants 
still bellow to customers from the 
sidewalk and usher them in,, past 
racks of parkas and plush leather 
coats aj>d piles of luggage on the 
sidewalk. 

In the mid-1980s, a business quar-

Fine’s sons, Stephen and 
Frederick, worked at Fine & Klein 
with the partners. But Stephen had a 
history of trouble. 

“Steve and drugs, that was a 
known problem," Bettinger said. 


Stephen had -pleaded guilty four 
times since June 1986 to crack pos- 
session and to charges that he flew 
bock and forth to Paris on the 
Concorde with $200,000 worth of 
stolen tickets. Each time, he was 
spared jail; in the ease of the tickets, 
after his parents made $25,000 in 
restitution. 

Fine's father and Murray Klein 
had an agreement that if one of them 
died, the surviving partner would 
buy the other half of the business 


from the dead man’s heirs.

WASHINGTON' (-AP) ' —

On: The Global Migration 
Phenomenon." 

But while immigration has 
given the western United States 
a population growth rate equal 
to the record levels of Africa, 
new arrivals arc not a problem 
for this country only, he said. 

India is currently building the 
world's longest fence to block 
immigrants from Bangladesh, 
France is contending with 
arrivals from Africa and 
• migrants from the former 
Soviet bloc are seeking new 
homes. 

“People who arc impoverished ' 
arc going to find a way to make a 
new life for themselves,” said 
Fomos. 

And economic pressure for 
movement will increase in com- 
ing years, he said, with some 3. 
billion people around the world

CHICAGO (AP) — Wallace 
“Gator" Bradley, a convicted crimi- 
nal who makes no bones about his 
gang past, promised disenchanted 
young voters a piece of the action 
and they helped him get into a 
runoff for City Council. 

Now some older residents in the 
downtrodden 3rd Ward on the 
South Side wonder if Bradley is 
really aiming to line the pockets of 
the Gangster Disciple gang he once 
served as an enforcer. 

Bradley and gang lcadcrs-HTe ~ 
“planning to sew up the city ward 
by ward," 68-ycar-old Lorric 
Jackson said as she stood on a street 
, comer. “It can’t be for no good. His 
background is just too bad. I know 
everybody deserves a second 
chance, but not when it comes to 
gangs. 

"Those arc nothing hut young 
people voting for him, and they’re 
hoodlums, criminals, folks who live 
in the projects.” 

Bradley, who served prison time 
in the 1970s for an armed robbery 
conviction, took 31 percent of the 
vote in Tuesday's four-way prima- 
ry- 

That wasn’t enough to win, but it 
did force incumbent Dorothy 


Tillman into 
an April 4 
runoff. 
Tillman took 
nearly 48 per- 
cent of the 
vote but need- 
ed 50 percent 
to win out- 
right. “We 
showed them 
we aren’t just 
Bradley a bunch of 
gangbangers 

around here,” Bradley said. " ' 

Critics say the gangs want to gain 
control over federal, state and city 
development money coming into 
the area. 

Bradley’s supporters contend Ijc 
speaks for disenfranchised youth 
who want to see change occur 
quickly in the neighborhood of 
housing projects, abandoned homes 
and weed-filled lots. 

Tillman, a civil rights activist 
known for wearing flashy hats, has , 
become too entrenched, some 
younger people say. 

Bradley says she "sold out" to 
Mayor Richard M. Daley and has 
become less vocal about the area’s 
needs. 


“She’s not doing nothing for this 
community,” said Luticia 
Edmondson, 26. "By him being a 
former gang member, he listens and 
knows what we need." 

The 42-ycar-old Bradley’s cur- 
rent relationship with gangs is 
fuzzy. , 

"1 am a Gangster Disciple," he 
told reporters after his primary vic- 
tory. “Black gangs, I love 'em. OK.? 
Only criminals in the black gangs, 1 
hate." 

The next day, he contended he no 
longer is a'gang member and' that 
his remarks were taken out of con- 
text. 

Whatever his connection, the 
Gangster Disciples, one of the 
city’s largest gangs, have become 
more politically savvy by forming a 
political action group colled 21st 
Century V.O.T.E. (Voices of Total 
Empowerment). 

Some people complained that 
gang members intimidated voters 
into. going to the polls. 

Tillman, for her part, says she has 
no fear of Bradley. “He's a medio 
monster you guys created," she 
says. 

"I am," Bradley replies, "and I’m 
gonna cat her up on the fourth.”

The 2,977 delegates (o China's 
top lawmaking body will have 
some 15 economic laws on the 
table. They include long overdue

securities and insurance industries,

They also will draft social wel- 
fare policy to establish a safety net 
for the millions of Chinese who 
have lost the government guarantee 
of lifetime employment and other 
""’support as a rcsult of market-orient- ~ 
cd economic reforms. 

Laws go verning judicial and law - 
enforcement authorities, and man- 
. . dating punishment for abuse of 
their powers, will also be on the 
agenda. 

As in years past, China's dissi- 
dent community is trying to farce a 
showdown over democratic politi- 
cal reforms. In the post week, dissi- 
dents have presented four separate 
petitions on such issues as ending 
the nation's notorious labor camps 
to the establishment of a parliamen- 
tary democracy. 

• Premier Li Peng will set the tone 
for the session with an annual 
report on economic reforms. As 
• al ways , it is expe cted to receive 
routine approval. • 

His comments on fiscal policy 
will provide a clue as to how fast 
the Communist Party plans to move 
in reforming moribund state indus- 
tries. With inflation at 24.4 percent 
last year and economic growth at an 
overheated 11.8 percent, monetary 
policy is likely to remain tight.

Court convicts environmental activist 
for throwing paint at nuke waste train

POCATELLO - Claiming he wasn’t 
the real criminal, a Buhl-area environ- 
mental activist was convicted Friday 
of malicious injury to property for 
throwing red paint at a train carrying 
radioactive waste into Idaho. . . 

Bill Chisholm, an outspoken critic 
of bringing spent nuclear fuel to 
Idaho, will be sentenced in District 
Court on March 28. 

“I thought I had a 50-50 chance, 
until the prosecutor equated my 
actions to bombing abortion clinics 
and killing doctors,!’ -Chisholm said 
afterward. “We didn’t have a chance 
to rcspqnd to that." 

Chisholm’s attorney, Tom Kershaw, 
did not dispute that his client threw a 
$4 can of paint onto a cahnistcr of 
spent - but still highly radioactive - 
nuclear fuel. The incident occurred on 
a downtown Pocatello railroad over-' 


pass at 4 a.m. 
on Oct. 23, 
1992.

The paint was thrown to protect the 
people of Idaho. Kershaw said, insist- 
ing it was an act of care and concern, 
not malice.

BOISE (AP) — Just two weeks, 
after eliminating it legislative budget 
writers on Friday restored financial 
support for the popular “Incredible 
Idaho” commercial television pro- 

^But the deal, worked out by 
Republican Gov. Phil Batt and Robert 
Krucgerj. general manager of KTVB- 
TV in Boise, was not endorsed by the 
Joint Finance Appropriation 
Committee until Krucgct agreed to 
eventually make the tclc9fcion show 
available for rcbroadcast on public 
television. 


A majority on the committee then 
quickly turned on public television, 
eliminating two of its employees and 
$173,000 from the barc-bones budget 
recommendation of Republican Gov. 
Phil Ball 

Faced with the likelihood that ova 
$400,000 in federal support will be 
slashed over the next .year, the elimi- 
nation of the state cash intensified the 
pressure on Idaho -Educational Public 
Broadcasting General Manager Jcrold 
Garber. Idaho Public Television 
receives about a quarter of its cash 
from the federal government, a quarter 


from the state and the rest from private 
donations. 

Garber said the cutbacks wOuld not 
affect tbceducational services to 
schools offered by public broadcast- 
ing, but he said he has begun restruc- 
turing the operation to cope with the 
anticipated reduction in federal sup- 
port

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Judge ends W oods’ a ppeal hearing 


BOISE (AP) — A judge closed an 
appeal hearing chat spanned more 
than three months for James Edward 
Wood without testimony from the 
condemned murderer, who in his 
lawyer’s opinion was too mentally 
fragile to testify. 

Boise attorney Rolf Kchne urged 
6th District Judge Lynn Winmill 
Friday to give the defense more time 
to prepare Wood to take the stand. 

He said that would require at least 
two more sessions with Dr. Craig 
Beaver, a Boise psychologist, about 
the 1993 abduction, murder, sexual 
violation and mutilation of 11 -year- 
old Pocatello newspaper carrier 
Jcralcc Underwood. 

"Mr. Wood has blocks about the 
crime and he lacks insight into what 
was going on then,” Kehne told 
Winmill at the Idaho Maximum 
Security Institution. “Craig Beaver 
is helping him come to grips with 
the crime, helping him understand 


■what was going on.” 

But Bannock County Prosecutor 
Mark Hiedeman asked the judge to 
reject defense arguments that Wood 
should undergo more psychological 
therapy in an attempt to make him 
competent to take the stand. 

“Who knows how long fhat may 
take or whether it will ever happen,” 
Hiedeman said. “I think Mr. Kehne 
is grasping at straws at this point.” 

The appeal hearing continued for 
seven days in late November and 
early December before the defense 
asked for a break to allow them 
more time to prepare witnesses. Its 
resumption later was delayed three 
J.timcs. 

Kehne said Wood changed his 
mind about wanting to testify sever- 
al times during the week before 
Friday’s hearing. 

Winmill said he would consider 
defense -motions to Reconsider his 
decision to close -the hearing 


process, and that he would accept 
written testimony and legal briefs 
two or three weeks beyond his earli- 
er deadline of March 15 before rul- 
ing on Wood’s appeal. 

The career criminal earlier con : 

. victed for a Louisiana slaying plead- 
ed guilty and was sentenced to death 
in January 1994 for murdering 
Jeralce, whose dismembered body 
was found in the Snake River near 
Idaho Falls a week after she was 
abducted while collecting on her 
Pocatello newspaper route. 

Wood, 47, initially asked to be 
executed, then dropped his public 
defender and raised an appeal based 
in part on ineffective assistance of 
counsel. He also argued that their 
Mormon beliefs and connections 
with the victim’s family resulted in 
Bannock County Public Defender 
Monte Whittier and others — 
including the judge — depriving 
him of his constitutional rights. 


Sponsor says measure could give 
day-care operators 20 children 


BOISE (AP) — The sponsor of a 
day-care staffing requirement bill 
concedes it could allow operators to 
assign two infants, three toddierS and 
...15 school age children to one adult. 

But lawmakers Thursday narrowly 
defeated a proposed amendment to 
tighten, that ■ requirement, setting up 
the measure for a vote in the House. 

The measure, backed by Rep. 
William “Bill” Soli, R-Mcridian, 
would require one adult for six chil- •' 
dren under 1 8 months. The law now 
requires one adult per 12 children. 

Soli’s bill would leave that stan- 
dard in effect for toddlers up to 
kindergarten age.

children would be 20 to one. 

What had many worried, including 
Rep. Millie Flandro, D-Pocatcllo, 
was the way Sali proposed to handle 
mixed-age groups.

to-onc standard to apply if three or

But child advocates questioned 
why he lowered standards for one 
group of children in order to enhance 
care for infants.

. economist estimates could give a 
half-million dollar break to Idaho's 
ski industry is headed to the House 
floor.

BOISE (AP) — Amusement 
machine operators want the 
-Legislature to authorize a new-sys- 
tem of fees and permits -so they do 
not have to pay sales tax. But they 
almost got more than they bar- 
gained for Friday in the House 
Revenue and Taxation Committee. 

When committee members heard 
estimates that no more than one- 
third of operators pay state soles tax 
they started talking about better 
ways to collect it. No action was 
taken, but members suggested 
imposing a flat fee on each machine 
or stepping up auditing and collec- 
tion efforts. 

Revenue and Taxation Chairman 
Steve Antonc, R-Rupert, urged the 
owners of arcade-type machines 
such as video games to work with 
their lobbyist on a new proposal for 
next week. 

The lobbyist, Larry Benton, esti- 


mated that sales tax in an all-cash 
industry is paid on no more than 
-one-third-of theurevenue. Benton 
said many out-of-state owners do ’ 
not pay state sales tax. 

• His bill suggests a license of $20 
per machine plus a $200 permit for 
each machine in lieu of collecting 
sales tax. 

He estimated the process would 
increase state revenue by $600,000 
to S700.000. 

But the legislation called for a 
maximum of $3,500 in permits per 
owner, no matter how' ! mnny 
machines an operator has. Benton 
said the state’s largest operator, 
located in Twin Falls, has 360 
amusement machines. 

Chief state economist Michael 
Ferguson said that would impose a 
heavy burden on small operators 
but far less expense per machine on 
big operators. ;

NEW YORK — A treasure trove 
of archives missing for 40 years has 
begun arriving in New York, and 
historians say it is a window on the 
. vanished world of Eastern European 
Jews. 

' It includes eyewitness accounts of 
brutal Ukrainian pogroms, a 
schedule of lectures at. a rabbinical 
sohool in Lithuania, and a collection 
of such village superstitions as: "If a 
jtig carries straw in her mouth, there 
will be ram," 

• ’ The 200 boxes of records, 
collected before World War II and 
presumed lost during the Nazi era 
and - the Cold War, turned up in 
Lithuania’s National Library two 
years ago. 

! About a third of the collection 
. arrived in New York' on 
. “ Wednesday, and historians from 
Y1VO, the Institute for Jewish 
Research, began combing through 
the material Thursday at their'" 
Manhattan offices. 

It will take months to organize. 
The disorderly state of the archives, 
says YIVO Research Director Allan 
Nadlcr, is “almost symbolic of what 
Jjrffpcncd to the Jews of Eastern 
. W. uropc. Chaos. Torn pieces of 
paper. Fragments. Confusion." 

■ A cursory look already has turned 
up many gems, including a portrait 
skctchcd _ and signed by Pablo— 
Picasso of ji popular Yiddish artist, . .. 
Manc-Kntz.' 

There's also a copy of a 1929 
letter from Albert Einstein, who was 
a member of YIVO's board of 
directors, expounding on the 
importance of preserving “the 
spiritual and moral traditions of- the 
(Jewish people.” 

A collection of tattered Yiddish 
documents, some in neat 
handwritten script and others typed, 
include eyewitness accounts of

One paper painstakingly lists all 
187 victims of a pogrom in the town 
of Dubova in 1919, from the 82- 
year-old rabbi, Moshe Aaron 
Bertochefsky, to 4-year-old Liba 
Liepas, the miller’s granddaughter. 

YIVO was formed in 1925 in 
Vilna. in what was then Poland; 
today it is called Vilnius, and is the 
capital of Lithuania. 

With the outbreak of World War 


II, the organization- relocated to— 
Manhattan; some of its archives 
were taken to Paris and then New 
York, and some were found in , 
Germany after the war. 

'Historians assumed that the rest 
of the documents had been 
destroyed or lost. When they were 
found in the National Library in 
Vilnius in 1993, “no one there knew 
what the stuff was because the vast 
majority is in Hebrew script Und 
thpy couldn’t rend it," Nadlcr said.

BIRNBACH, Germany — On the sur- 
face, it seems a quintessential talc of 
German intolerance: a Christian communi- 
ty, forced to flee Nazism in 1937, returns 
50 years later, only to be driven out again 
by antagonistic neighbors. • 

Blocked from building a hilltop commu- 
nity by opponents who used, words like “too 
many foreigners’’ to dissuade them, the 
Hutterian Brotherhood has decided to leave 
Bimbach after moving here seven years 
ago, 

“If they aren’t right-wing extremists, they 
arc, acting like them,” Jperg Barth said of 
the opponents of his 1 00-member commu- 
nity. “The same spirit is at work as in 
1937.”, 

But the story behind the story is a bit 
more complex. 

The 500 villagers of. Bimbach were at 
first skeptical about the Huttcritcs, mem- 
bers of a small Protestant sect, pacifist and 
poor, who in 1988 bought a mansion previ- 
ously used os a Catholic home for wayward 

The Hutteritc men wore suspenders and 
long beards. The women wore hcadscarvcs, 
their legs covered bchindlong skirts. They 
were like nothing the tiny village in the 
Wcstcrwald forest had ever seen. Two- 
thirds of the Huttcritcs were foreigners — 
mostly Britons and Americans, 

But after much guilty self-reflection and 
determination to make friends, most of the 
village embraced the brotherhood.

Hutterian community- for 25 years, led the, 
group’s return to Germany. 

He immediately submitted building 
plans, but Schwalm blocked his every 
move. For six winters, the community has 
gathered for its communal meals in a large, 
drafty tent. 

"1 don’t think we could take another win- 
ter of this,” said Ken Comer, 32, of 
Abbeville. Ala. “We could spend a lot of 
money and rub shoulders with people in 
Bonn to force our way through, but that is 
hot our witness.

Panel OKs Southern Baptist changes 

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — A planned reorganization of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, the nation’s largest Protestant denomination, was 
approved by the denomination’s Executive Committee. 

The reorganization, aimed at better coordination of the 15 million- 
-member- convention’s domestic and international missions, is the 
result of a two-year study of the SBC. The executive committee lost 
week voted 64-3 in favor of the reorganization plan. 

Proposed changes include dissolving the Stewardship Commission 
and moving its capital fund-raising duties to the Sunday School 
Board. Once complete, the SBC’s 19 agencies would be consolidated 
into 12. 

Other chances include dissolving the the Education Commission 

* • and Historical Commission and establishing a council of six seminary 
presidents to coordinate the denomination’s seminaries. 

The existing Home Mission Board would combine with the Radio 
and Television Commission in Fort Worth, Texas, and the 
i Brotherhood Commission, now based in Memphis, Tenn: 

The new agency, the North American Mission Board, would be 
based in Atlanta. It would have responsibility for evangelism in the 
United States and Canada.

Finding religion in prison stands 
up mostly as a true leap of faith

Ar chaeology raises questions 
about how Jesus was crucified

JERUSALEM — The Gospels 
offer few dctnils on how Jesus was 
crucified, but an archaeological find 
that went on display in the holy city 
recently raises questions obout the 
traditional depiction of his crucifix* 
ion. 

On view at the Rockefeller 
Museum was the replica of a heel 
bone pierced by a 6 dire h nail that 
belonged to ‘'Yohanan," a Jew cru- 
cified by the Romans in Jerusalem 
during the time of Jesus. 

The nail was hammered into the 
bone sideways, suggesting 
Yahnnan’s legs straddled the cross 
on either side, rattier than hanging 
straight down, said Joe Zias, curator 
at die Israel Antiquities Authority. 

Yohanan’s crucifixion, said the vic- 
tim’s hands apparently were forced 
back over the horizontal beam of 
the cross and then tied with a rope, 
a position that would lead to u quick 
death os the body went into shock. . 

Another possible reconstruction 
has Yohanan’s arms, palms out, 
nailed to the cross and. both legs 
bent and swinging toward the left, 
- said curator Ornit Han, who pre- 
pared the exhibit. 

Traditional depictions of Jesus on 


Zios cited research which showed 
that nails driven through the palms 
could support a weight of no more 
than 88 pounds. 

However, he said not all of those 
■ crucified may have been killed the 
way Yohanan was. •’There is no 
standard way of crucifixion. There 
arc different types of crosses. You 
can do it with nails, or without 
nails," he said.

Pentecostals 
work to repair 
racial division 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (AP) — 
Representatives of two of the 
nation’s largest Pentecostal 
denominations arc trying to' 
repair an 80-ycnr-old racial rift. 

Leaders of the Assemblies of 
God and Church of God in 
Christ met at Assemblies of God 
headquarters in Springfield to 
discuss their efforts to reconcile 
and form an evangelistic partner- 
ship.

WASHINGTON — The government’s eco- 
nomic forecasting gauge is pointing to a slowing 
economy this year, while shrinking factory or- 
ders indicate the robust manufacturing sector 
may join the trend. 

The Commerce Department said Friday its In- 
dex of Leading Economic Indicators, designed 
to forecast economic conditions six to nine 
months in advance, was flat in January. 

And in a separate report, the department said 
orders to U.S. factories rose 0.6 percent in Jan- 
uary. While growth was relatively strong, it was 
slower than the gains of 2.7‘pcreent in Novem- 
ber and 2 percent in December. 

- After remaining unchanged in September, the 
leading indicators fell 0.1 percent in October 
and then edged up just 0.1 percent in November 
and 02 percent in December. 

“The ... (index) actually has been weak for 
several months,” said economist Michael Evans, 
head of the Evans Group in Boca Raton, Fla, 
"The fact that it didn’t rise in January is another 
sign the economy is slowing down." 


Economist Mark Zandi of Regional Finan- 
cial Associates' in West Chester, Pa., agreed, 
saying the index "is showing that the slowing 
in the economy will continue nt least through ' 
the summer." 

Neither, however, expected the economy 
would fall into recession. 

The Federal keserve has been trying for a 
year to curb economic growth and avoid any 
inflationary spiral, raising short-term interest 
rates from 3 percent to 6 percent in seven 
steps. 

Effects of the boosts have been seen recently 
in the slower pace of retail sales, particularly 
more expensive durable goods that often arc 
bought with loans, and declining housing starts 
and sales of previously owned homes. 

Five of the 1 1 forward-looking economic in- 
dicators rose in January, five fell and one was 
unchanged. ( ''' 

The positive components, !istcd*according to 
their impact, included higher orders for plants 
and equipment, an increase in unfilled orders 
for^lurablc goods, higher stock prices and an 
increase in the money supply.

ity seen by only a few analysts — 
Greenspan could have less cbances

"If the economy goes into recession 
of its own accord, then the Fed is to 
blame — they raised interest rates' too 
' high," Brinner said. "But if it happens 
because of a shock," such as a surge 
— nrojl~priccs, then the - Fed 'would mot— 
take the brunt of the blame, he said. 

Analysts brushed aside any doubts 
about whether Greenspan would want 
another 4 years in the highly stressful, 
if powerful, hot seat 
- They all said Greenspan leaves the 
impression he loves the job, and al- 
though he turns 69° in a few days, he 
is an avid tennis player and apparently 
in very good health. 

Just when Clinton might announce 
a reappointment is unclear, since the 
timing may be as political as his 
choice. 

By waiting, Clinton can keep from 
Greenspan the assurance of a reap- 
pointment and see if the economy 
- develops as he-wnnls.- But waiting 
too long might roil the financial mar- ‘ 
kets, if investors suspect a fight lies 
ahead. 

Administration sources said the 
White House has not yet begun fo- 
cusing on the issue. A Fed 
spokesman said there had been no 
move with regard to a reappointment 
yet. “It's too early," he said. 

Brinner concluded,' ‘There’s an 80“ 

percent chance of him (Greenspan) - 
getting another term."
